To the extent that the Examiner requires Applicants to elect a species out of the 
following TNF-alpha receptors: TNFR1 and TNFR2, Applicants elected TNFR1 as a species 
with traverse and for search purposes only. Presently, claims 1-12, 17, 22-25, 33-37, 39, 44-52, 
and 56 read on the elected species. 

To the extent that the Examiner requires Applicants to elect a species out of the 
following polypeptides: TRADD, TRAF2, and TRAP2, Applicants elected TRAP2 as a species 
with traverse and for search purposes only. Presently, claims 1-12, 17, 22-25, 33-37, 39, 44-52, 
and 56 read on the elected species.
